Regarding renumbered claim 1,8, 15, and 22, prior art fails to disclose in combination 
the at least one portion of the sequence number being based on predictable processing performed 
by the receiving device and the other portions of the sequence number being generated in 
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accordance with a specification of a relevant transmission protocol and determining an offset that 
corresponds to the next segment of the data within the file to transmit based on one or more 
portions of the received acknowledgment sequence number that corresponds to the at least one 
portion of the associated sequence number. 

Regarding renumbered claim 23, prior art fails to disclose in of generating the header 
filed using the first function and including in the header field information that represents an 
associated file offset the information being generated based on predictable processing performed 
by a receiving device in combination with other limitations set forth in the respective claim.
